In due time the world will be told 
by what means hitches were caused 
which blocked the exchange of British 
and German prisoners of war. It al- 
ready knows one thing; that the fault 
does not lie with Britain. For London 
has advised Berlin of its willingness to 
effect a repatriation of all war prison- 
ers except men of military age 

Why this proposal is unacceptable 
to the enemy may be surmised. The 
German officials know that. their pr- 
soners are well treated in Britain, and 
will continue to be well treated. They | 
are free of any anxiety on the score | 
of ill-usage. 

They know also that there is not | 
corresponding confidence in Britain as 
to how British prisoners in German | 
camps may be faring. And it is con- | 
sistent Nazi policy to trade on the hu- 
manity and the dread of people of 
other countries. The people in Britain 
long to get their wounded prisoners 
home; Hitler cares no more for a 
wounded German soldier than he does 
for those who are sound and well, even 
less if that be possible. 

Berlin is therefore in position to de- 
mand more than it gives in the matter | 
of exchange, and will do so if its record | 
of bullying means anything. What | 
does Hitler care for the feelings of Bri- 
tish parents and wives—or of German

Our recognition of Soviet 
Russia occurred after Japan had clearly 
embarked on a campaign of conquest by 
seizing Manchuria in 1931, and it occurred 
a few months after the Nazis had seized 
power in Germany. Though the uninform- 
ed have attributed the recognition of 
Russia to the Leftist sympathies of the 
New Dealers, the determining historical 
cause was the fact that with the appear- 
ance of an aggressive Japan and an ag- 
gressive Germany, the United States 
needed the Russian counterweight 

For it just is the fact, regardless of 
| ideologies and sympathies, that Russia in 
Asia is a powerful check upon Japanese

No Conflict 


There is conclusive proof that though 
| Russia and America are ideologically op- 
posed, though the Russian Communist in- 
fluence in America is subversive, yet as 
sovereign nations they are not in conflict 
and have great interests in common. 
Throughout the whole period of our re- 
fusal to recognize the bolshevik govern~ 
ment, during the last years of Wilson and 
of the twelve years of Harding, Coolidge, 
| and Hoover, it never occurred to anyone 
| to appropriate a dollar to arm the United 
| States against Russia. In fact, during the 
period when the Russian government was 
regarded as the outstanding enemy of 
mankind, Mr. Harding and Mr. Coolidge 
| and then Mr. Hoover proceeded with 
American disarmament, never for a mo- 
| ment thinking the Russian menace was 
the menace of war. 

And as regards Russia, they were quite 


right. Russia is a great land power, an 
elephant, and America is a great sea 
power, a whale—the elephant and the 


whale are both formidable but they can- 
not and do not fight one another, When 
| we started to rearm, it was not against 
Russia but against Japan and Germany. 
For Japan is already a great naval power, 
and out for conquest, and Germany if she 
| conqueréd Britain, would also be a great 
naval power.

| Ordinarily when we speak of 
someone having backbone we refer 
to one who has stamina, courage, 
aggressiveness and a will to do 
things.
